Vegetables High, Too. 


And it, isn’t‘ only butter and eggs. 
| Vegetables are high, too. The farmers 
are.not bringing their potatoes and 
cabbages and.their other vegetables to 
market this kind of weather, because 
there is danger of everything freezing 
on the way..So vegetables are scarce 
and vegetables prices are high. 

M. H. Barry, manager of the Bentzen 
Commission Co., said: 

‘“‘Degs ate selling today at 35 cents a 
dozen, wholesale,.and butter at 40 cents 
a ‘pound. The reasons for the high 
prices .of. eggs are that the hens. do 
not tay well in cold “weather and that 
there igs danger of freezing and breaking 
in shipment in, cold weather. And the 
cows do. ies area much ‘milk in--veld 
weather. 

“Sweet botatoties ‘turnips and carrots 
cannot be safely shipped in’ éxtremely 
cold weather and there is also. a scarcity 
and ‘prices are consequently high for 
these. Irish: potatoes have to be han- 
dled with care, too, and they are scarce. 
They are selling now at 70 cents a 
bushel, and that is 10 cents a bushel 
higher than they were a few days ago. 
Cabbage has gone up from 1% and 1% 
cents a pound to 2? cents.”’ 


Prices Up Two Weeks. 


No wonder, then, that eggs are 4 
cents.a dozen and butter, is 43 cents a 
pound at the store of the Louis Stumpf 
Grocer Co., 106 North Vandeventer ave- 
nue. P. C, Von-.Ahnen, the first vice- 
president, sdys eggs and butter have 
been at those prices for two weeks past. 
He says scafcity ig the cause. Other 
things in the grocery line, he thinks, 
are not much pigher -than is usual at 
this. time of the year. he does not think 
that the prices of eggs and butter will 
go much higher. . 

James F. Butler, president’ of Butler 
Bros., 3562 Olive street, blames the farm- 
érg and farmers’ ‘daughters more than 
the hens and the cows. 

"Too much prosperity in the country,’’ 
he says. “The farmers are making so 
much money-on other things that they 
don’t bother with eggs and butter any 
more. It used to be that every farmer 
who came to town nad a few dozen 
eggs_and a few pounds of butter tucked 
under the segt. They don’t do it now. 
When you ask them why they say, ‘Oh, 
we eat ‘em ourselves.’ 

“Ham that used to sell at 14 -cents 
now brings 18 cents and bacon that used 
to sell for 15 cents now brings 27% cents.

Weather Is Promised 
for Friday 


The official forecast: Fair and con- 
tinued cold tonight; Friday, fair with 
rising temperature; the misimum 
temperature tonight will be about 5 
degrees above zero. 


Below-22ro weather was again reached 
in St, Louis early. Thursday, when the 
accurate ‘thermometer at the Mounted 
District In Forest Park, the coldest spot

pected rise in temperature Friday. 

The condition of the river reached a 
climax Thursday, and boatmen are 
deeply worried over: the effect of a 
sudden thaw or the piling {up of more 
ice would have upon the gorges be- 
low and above the city. There are two 


gorges south of the city, one between. 


Jefferson Barracks and Cryctal City and 
the other at Chester. These ice-dams 
are still resisting the terrific pressure 
of the current and the milling icé ‘above 
them, and have raised the stage of the 
river to 21.2 feet.

River men say that should the gorges 
below the city collapse under the strain 
or because of a thaw, the dammed-up 
waters and ice would thunder down the 
river, which would fall at probably 
five feet an hour.

United States status. The President 
promised to take up the matter with the 
Secretary of Commerce and Labor and 
with Labor Commissioner Neill. 

‘he first charge against the steal cor- 
poration is that it is an illegal combina- 
tion existing in defiance of the Sher- 
man anti-trust law. 

Want Trust Busting Revived. 

The labor leaders claim that if the 
Government officials will}; as they have 


Co. and the Tobacco Trust, present to a 
competent court the facts concerning 
the steel corporation, a decision against 
the corporation logically would follow. 

“It is not to be doubted,” says the let- 
ter to the Presidet, “that the law and

It Is Estimated White Plague 
Costs St. Louis More Than 
$40,000,000 Annuallv. 





POOR CLASSES. SUFFER 


[Disease Is More Prevalent 
Among Those Who Can 
Least Afford Expense. 


Tuberculosis has cost the people of St. 
Louis $40,280,150 in five years, accord'ng 
to an estimate made by Robert J. New- 
ton,. secretary of the Missouri Society 
for the Prevention and Relief of Tuber- 
culosis. 

The calculation is made by a method 
in use in other cities and, although only 
roughly approximate, it is not believed 
to be an over-statement. Cab 

The elements that enter into the esti- 
mation are the money value of lives 
lost, the wages lost by descendants, the 
cost of illness of those who have died, 
loss of wages of the victims living and 
tite cost of illness of 6000 living cases. 

The money value. of the lives lost is 
alone estimated to have been $35,466,200, 
as shown by the following table:

The cost of illness of the 6825 who died, 
assumed at 50 cents a day for a year, 
was $1,228,500. The loss of wages of those 
still. living, estimated at 6000, and as- 
suming the same age distribution and 
wage-earning capacity, and assuming a 
loss of only one-third of their time, is 
$598,750. The cost of the iliness of the 
5000 living cases, estimated at 2% cents 
a day, is $450,000. 

Of the total number of deaths more 
than half (3630) that were in the second, 
third and fourth sanitary districts. . In 
these same districts live more than half 
of the living cases reported to the 
Heaith Department. These districts are 
in the territory bounded by Arsenal 
street, Jefferson avenue, Palm street 
This ig one-ninth of the 
total area of the city and 4 per cent 
of the population live in this district. 

In this district are found the old tene- 
ment houses and the poorer people. 
From this statement it will be seen 
that the financial cost of tuberculosis 
falls heavy where it can be least af- 
forded, on the poorest people of the 
city.
